DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's election of Group I (by the cancellation of the 
Claims comprising Group II), in Paper No. 33, filed 3/05/02, is 
acSnowledgel However" upon further consideration, a species election 
is also required. The Examiner apologized for any delay or 
inconvenience caused by this further requirement . Upon receipt of 
Applicant's response, the Examiner will make every attempt to expedite 
the examination of the application. 

2 This application contains inventions drawn to patentably distinct 
species. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. I 121 to elect: 

A) a specific antibody, such as 2D7, 1G4, 1E11, or 1C11, and 

B) a specific hypervariable region, such as that of clone 3, 4, 

and^ist all Claims readable thereon including those subsequently 
added. Currently Claims 1-9, and 25-2 9 are generic. 

3 Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not 
Patently dis?inct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such 
Evidence now of record showing the species to be obvious variants or 
clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either 
instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable 
over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

The different antibodies comprise different amino acid sequences 
comprising different functional characteristics. The different 
hypervariable regions comprise different binding domains also with 
different functional characteristics. Therefore, the species are 
independent and patentable over one another. 

4 Applicant is advised that the response to this requirement to be 
complete must include an election of the species to be examined even 
though the requirement be traversed.
